PRESENT CONDITIONS. 


As a first step in the consideration 


of tbo problem confronting us, we have 
taken stock <K the conditions as we 
now find them: 


We have a storage reservoir into 


vrhich, =ute~ the first spring rains have 
•washed out Lost creek vailey, some- 
thing short ot 120 million gallons of 
good, soft water can be turned. A con- 
siderable pond is retained above the 
dam at the mouth of 'Lost creek from 
which to draw as the water is used 
from the maJn reservoir, but that nec- 
essarily becomes increasingly con- 
taminated, not only by organic depos- 
its washed down from the upper val- 
leys, but from the salt -water whicn 
is wasted in large quantities from the 
o:! wells wnicn now dot tho entire 
country tributary to the stream. 


An inspection. o£ tho Lost Greek val- 


ley during the suiumcT or fail months. 
and of th.e oily, salt and slimy stream 
that flows through it evokes a shudder 
•when one reflects on tho possibility 
of such, stuff finding its way into our 
city's supply of water. Of course tins 
drainage is supoosed to be entirely 
deflected from our reservoir during the 
low water periods, but a close analysis I 
of the figures as to tne waiei w« cou- 
burae and our means of securing it 
confirms the deduction from a quan- 
titative analysis of the water itself that 
we are at all times get'ang quite an ap- 
preciable percentage of our suppply 
from that source. To demonstrate this 
point let us follow the s.ctual opera- 
t!oa of our water plant from May 5th 
to December 1st, 1899.

once that the chlorides found in the 
storage reservoir and a large part of 
its organ'c matter must have come 
from Lost Creek. The presence of this 
organic matter is a continual men- 
ace to the health of our citizens, and 
that of so much lime makes the water 
entirely unfit for use in steam boilers, 
and for most of the uses to which 
water is applied in our domestic econ- 
imici!.

SEARCH FOR WATER SUPPLY. 
Much Um > and study have been de- 


voted by many of our best citizens to 
the subject in hand, but the only bet- 
terment suggested, aside fi otn Uie plan 
adopted of sinning wells and pump- 
ing hard water into our distributing 
reservoir, was the one embodied in the 
report quoted above of the committee 
headed, by the late John O'Connor. It 
wJl be observed that that report con- 
templated an additional storage of only 
-t<.0,000,000 gallons, an amount far be- 
low the present needs of our city. The 
site of that proposed extension of our 
existing storage capacity was oxamin- 
ed by your committee and a survey 
•Was made of the ground Ijing btill fur- 
ther east in the hope that available 
room might be found tor an adequate 
uasin but the best that could be hoped 
for in that location, foi an outlay at 
all commensurate with lap additional 
capacity secured, was an addition of 
-jvf.000,000 gallons. 


A seaichmg inspection was n«xt 


made of all the valleys within a ra- 
dius of ten miles, still having in mind 
the time-honored plan of building a 
.-asm that water could be turned into 
from a stream, and pumping it out 
when needed 
No such location could 


be found 
An ideal spot, favorably lo- 


cated on the Ottawa river, less than 
a m^e above the mouth of Lost Creek, 
had attracted our attention from the 
outset, where nature had aheady done 
much towards the formation of a large 
oasin, but it was immediately apparent 
that a dam high enongh to fill it, when 
completed, would necessarily flood 


-Hisands of acres of rich land in the 


valley abo\e; so that site was reluct- 
antly abandoned and the search went 
on. meeting with discouragement at 
©very point 


Tho natural advantages of the basin 


just referred to were so conspicuous, 
aowever, that our minds kept revert- 
ing to it. and It was finally suggested 
that it might bo feasible to throw up 
tne oanks requisite for making it a 
complete roscnoir, and to enlarge on 
the plans so long in successful opera- 
..on by the Solar Refining companv. 
of ptiaping w ater in during the periods 
of its greatest purity and letting grav 
ity carry it do-wn to our distributing 
reservoir as fast as it might be need- 
nd. 


This suggestion HK-t with unanimous 


approval, and a survey of the preni 
sses was at onc-e undertaken 
The re- 


sults of that survey are set forth in tho 
subjoined pjans aid pstimnfes 


It is proposed to excavate a new 


channel for the mpr, by cutting a than 
nel TO fe^t wide at the bottom with 
siue slopes making an angle of 45 de- 
crees "vith the horizon. This channel 
w ill involve tte removal of 52,000 cubic 
ya i as. of "\irtn 52 000 yards of which 
can be economically utilised in t! 
construction of contiguous embank- 
ment. It \\ill be better to waste tne 
remainder than to haul it to the fur- 
ther bank, m vew of th« fact that all 
earth borrowed fiom the inside for 
bank building adds its bulk to tho oa- 
pacitv of the resenoir 


This dnersion of the river channel 


will not only enable us to enlarge the 
spact' available for v. oter storage, but 
•nil! acM greatl> to the safetj and per 
manency of the bank exposed to the 
scouring action of the stream.

It is proposed to install a pumping

We would roccomm«nd that any ser-
